The undercurrent moving the house 
yesterday in al! its business was the 
line-up of forces on the prohibition 
bill of Mr. Alexander, of DeKalb, re- 
ported favorably by the temperance 
committee. Whether the measure can 
be brought up out of its regular order, 
and the possibility of its passage if 
brought up, were the questions upper- 
most in the minds of many members. 

Before the session ended two sharp 
verbal battles had been fought, one of 
which promised for a time to become 
serious. Whether the house was 4@is- 
eussing the general tax act or a mo- 
tion to change the rules, no oppor- 
tunity was overlooked in the parila- 
mentary jockeying for position on the 
proposed prohfbition bii!. 

When the proposal to meet hereafter 
at 9 o’clock instead of’at 10 o'clock 
was up for considération, Mr. Alexan- 
der, of DeKalb, charged that the early 
meeting hour was being opposed by 
Mr. Anderson, of Chatham, as part 
of a preconcerted pian to filibuster 
againet the passage of the new pro- 
hibition act, and he proceeded to warn 
Mr. Andérson against the consequences 
of his action. 

Mr. Amderson Objected.

ousty objected to the language of the

Charging that the prohibition laws 
of the state are now betng vidlated in 
a most flagrant manner, Mr. Alexan- 
der declared:

Washington, July 23.—While no 
agreenient was reached by the tariff 
conferees today on coal, lumber, hides, 
oil, iron ore, the cotton schedule or 
wood pulp and print paper, it was 
said tonight by the conferees that the 
prospects of settling these big ques- 
tions tomorrow were excellent. 

For a time it appeared as if these

Senator Aldrich had reports from 
many \western senators protesting 
against the removal of the duty on 
hides or a reduction below 10 per cent 
ad valorem. Te only terms on which 
the western senators would consent to 
consider’the abolition of the duty in- 
volved the removal of the duty on 
leather goods. 

Discussion then turned. upon the 
amount of reductions the leather 
trade could stand without serious in- 
jury. But as a2 variety of opinions 
were expressed, it soon became appa- 
rent that the conferees would have to 
confer with associates not on the con- 
ference committee and, therefore, an 
adjourhment was taken until tomor- 
row.

Beatrice, Told by Young Couple—Marriage to 


Protestant Cost Prince Position and Career. 


Paris, July 23.—The details sur- 
rounding the romantic marriage of 
Prince Alfonso, of Bourbon-Orleans, to 
Princess Beatrice, of Saxe-Coburg, 
which cost him his position as a 
prince of the royal house of Spain and 
bis career in the Spanish army, have 
come into the possession of-the Asso- 


ciated Press. 

They reveal the fact that King Al- 
fonso instead of refusing his consent 
to the marriage, as was reported by 
Madrid dispatches, favored and actual- 
ly advised the prince to marry her 
secretly, gave him leave of absence for 
that purpose, and personally intervened 
by telegraph with the Bamberg ¢c- 
clesiastical authorities, in whose dio- 
cese the marriage took place, to pro- 
oure a dispensation for it. 

’ Princess Tells the Story. 

This story was obtained from the 
princess’ own lips by friends a few 
days ago in Munich, where the coupie 
are spending their honeymoon, and 
when it is known in Europe, it is 
likely to create’ a greater sensation 
than did the wedding and the prince's 


disgrace. ' 

Prince Alfonso and Princess Beatrice 
first met on the occasion of King Al- 
fonso’s marriage to Princess Ena, of 
Battenberg, in 1906. The prince then 


was only 20 years old, and fell des- 
perately in love with the prencess, and | 
proposed marriage: but Beatrice re-) 
fused him in most deeided fashion, 
even declining him permission 
to correspond with her. Shortly after: 
this, the prince entered the military 
school at Toledo, and subsefuentiy in| 
1907 the couple met again at Sani; 
Sebastian. Both the queen and. the! 
queen's mother, knowing of the prince's) 
infatuation, espoused his cause, and 
sought to induce Beatrice to relent. | 
The princess, however, declared that! 
she never would change her religion, | 
but finally when she said she had no} 
objection to rearing ber children 4s!

ASKS THE NAFIONAL BANKS 
TO FURNISH SMALL BILLS 


Washington, July 25.—The co,opera- 
tion of the national banks with the | 
treasury department in furnishing | 
small bills to meét the demand gruow- | 
ing out of the movement of the crops | 
in various parts of the country is 
urged in a statement given out at the | 
treasury department today. 

The relief sought is to 
the national banks issue $5 
notes to their legal limit in place of | 
the larger denominations and then to; 
exchange their $6 certificates for $1 | 
silver certificates of equal aggregate | 
value. The statement in part follows: | 

‘Tt lies within the power of the 
national banks of the country to ren- 
der further material assistance in this: 
matter. Banks are permitted under 
the law to take out 331-3 per cent of 
their circulation in $5 bank notes, or | 
about $200,000,000.

Jumping -.from a boat into water 
over his head, Abra Rhodes, aged 17 
years, one of The Censtitution’s route 
boys, residing with his parente at %5

night at 7 oOelock at the Boys’ Club 
camp at Silver Lake, 12 miles from 
Atlanta. 

Though a desperate effort was made 
to save the life of the young man by 
George C. Dorr, superintendent of the 
Boy?’ Club, who sprang to his rescue 
without taking time to remove his 
clothes, the young wan sank out of 
sight and was drowned before he could 
be given assistance. 

At a late hour at night reports from 
the scene of the accident were to the 
effect that the body had not been re- 
covered. <A searching party was form- 
ed, and with dragging~poles the bot- 
tom of the lake is being thoroughiy 
searched for the young man’s body. 

Went Out For a Swim. 

Rhodes was not a member of the 
Boys Club, but had ridden out to the 
camp on his bicycle late in the after- 
noon for the purpose of enjoying a 
swim. According to Superintendent 
Dorr the young men’s presence was 
unknown until one of the membefs of 
the camp heard his frantic calls for aid 
from the water.

A new and wonderful combination 
of electric and aeronautic science has

PROTECTORATE FOR HONDURAS

PLANNED BY UNITED STATES 


Mexico City, July 23.—That the 
United States contemplates the forma- 
tion of a protectorate over the repub- 
lic- of Honduras in the near future is 
the statement’ brought to this city by 
a secret agent of one of the Central 
American republics, this man arriving 
here last night and practically went 
into hiding, but was routed out by a 
newspaper men who obtained from him 
the story on condition that the in- 
former's identity be not disclosed, and 
that his business in Mexico be not in- 
quired into. 

The agent left Panama on the steam- 
er Newport and arrived at the port 
of Corinto, Nicaragua, July 22. Trav- 
elink with him as a fellow passenger 
was General Domingo Vasquez, a for- 
mer president of Honduras, who was 
exiled through the machinations of 
President Zelaya, of Nicaragua, in 
1905. 

The Newport was met at Corinto by 
a United States gunboat, and the of- 
ficers of the warships accompanied 
Vasquez ashore to the offices of the 
commander of thé port. This latter 
official was informed that Vasquez had 
on his person documents from the 
state department at Washington guar- 
anteeing him safe conduct across Nic- 
aragua and Honduran territory. 

Conferriang With President. - 

The papers were presented, approved 


and Vasquez thereupon feft for Tegu- 
cigalpa, the capital of Honduras. He 
is there now conferring with President 
Davila relative to the proposed protec- 
torate. Davila is said to look. with 
favor upon the proposition, as he fears 
that he will lose his seal through the 
treachery of Zelaya and the efforts of 
the opposition party in Honduras, 
which is daily growing stronger. The 
United States will justify the forma- 
tion of the protectorate on the ground 
that the continual disturbance in Hon- 
duras will be for the purpose of estab- 
lishing a precedent that will enable 
the American govefnment to intervene 
in the affairs of Nicaragua. This lat- 
ter step may become necessary in the 
near future, as the present campaign 
in which Rafael! Iglesias, the nominee 
of the nationalists, who. is opposing 
Ricardo Jiminez, the liberal candidate 
for president, threatens to produce a 
revolution which may involve others of 
the Central American republics. 

The United States will not tolerate 
disturbaffces in territory contiguous to 
the canal zone, and realizing that soon- 
er or later a protectorate will be made 
necessary for strategic reasons, will 
take the first opportunity to settle the 
question. 

The story as related was partially 
corroborated later by statements com- 
ing from a high diplomatic source.

DECLARES ADAMS 
ATTACKED SUTTON 


Chauffeur Gives 


Very 


Damaging Testimony. 


Suttons, It Is Stated, Will Call 
an Eye-Witness to the Shoot- 
ing Who Will Give an En- 
tirely Different Story of the 
Affair. 


Annapolis, Md., July 23.—The navy 
practically rested its case today in the 
investigation of the circumstances sur- 
rounding the death of Lieutenant 
James N. Sutton, @f Portland, Ore., 
who was adjudged a suicide by the 
naval board of inquiry, which sat fol- 
lowing Sutton’s death two years ago. 
After a short ‘session today Com- 
mander John Hood, U. 8S. N., president 
of the court of inquiry, adjourned the 
hearing until Monday. 

With the exception of Lieutenant 
Harold H.@mUtley and Surgeon F. C. 
Cook, recently attached to the battle- 
ship North Carolina and now on the 
way to this country from ‘Europe, 
nearly all the remaining witnesses are 
considered to be witnesses for the in- 
terested parties outside of the service. 


Other Side te Be Heard, 
As Utley and Cook are not expected 
here before August 1, the inquiry next 
week will take the color of “the other 


side.” 

Major Leonard, judge advocate of 
the court, said after adjournment to- 
day that the witnesses on hand ought 
to be disposed of by Wednesday and 
then an adjournment taken until the 
absent witnesses arrive. 

Henry E. Davis, of Washington, 
counsel for Sutton’s mother, expressed 
himself as satisfied with the develop- 
ments in the case this Week. 

“We have discovered nothing in the 
way of surprises,” he said, “and what 
has developed in the nature of the un- 
expected has been confirmatory of our 
opinion of the affair and has stréength- 
ened our belief.’’ 

The Suttons, mother and daughter, 
have contended from the start that 
neither a verdict of suicide nor even 
one of accidental death could be based 
on the real facts. 

Mother and Daughter Testify. 

Mrs. Sutton and her daughter, Mrs. 
Rose Sutton Parker, will both testify 
at the hearings next week. 

So far four of Sutton’s brother offi- 
cers in the marine corps have tesvVified 
that they were present at the fight 
which started between Lieutenant 
Adams and Sutton, and each one of 
them swore they saw Sutton*®delib- 
erately shoot himself in a supposed fit 
of remorse, after someone had said 
that he (Sutton) had killed Lieutenant 
Roelker. While their descriptions of 
the incidents prior to the shooting 
have varied in many respects, they 
_ @il agree positively as to the alleged 
suicide. Colonel Charles A. Doyen, 
senior officer of the marine barracks 
at that time, has corroborated the 
testimony of the other witnesses as far 
as his observation went.

$1,000,000 DAMAGE 


In Storm That Swept 
Over Texas. 


Report 
Heavy Losses---Forty People 
Are Injured--<Communication 
Has Been Restored. 


Houston, Texas, July 23—Other than 
to add several hundred thousand to 
the monetary loss, tonight’s dispatches 
from the storm-swept coast sections of 
Louisiana and Texas and into the in- 
terior fom a hundred miles add but 
little to that already told of the hur- 
ricane of Wednesday, which rivaled 
in intensity the storm of 1900. To- 
night the number killed is conserva- 
tively estimated at twenty-five, those 
more or less seriously injured twice 
as many and the property loss is con- 
servatively estimated at approximate- 
ly a million dollars. While belated 
reports may add to the list of casual- 
ties and the property damage, other 
than to isolated points, communication 
has been restored. 

Late dispatches add the towns of 
Rock Island, Wharton and Weimer to 
those which suffered to an extent from 
the sweep of the wind. At Rock Island 
nine of the largest buildings were 
either razed or partially wrecked, the 
damage being estimated at $75,000. 
Fifty houses were blown down at 
Weimer and the property loss will ap- 
proximate $100,000. The following is 
a list of towns from which reports of 
the greatest damage have come:

' SAYS PREMIER ASQUITH 


London, July 23.—Addressing a 
meeting of city men this afterrfoon in 
defense of the budget, Premier Asquith 
declared that the only alternative 
offered to Chancellor Lloyd-George’s 
proposals for raising the ney revenue 
necessary, was the introduction of a 
tariff, but the liberals, he said, would 


not look at any suggestions for a 


tariff. 

“Two great countries, the two great- 
est commercial rivals we have in the 
world,” continued the premier, “have 
been trying their hands at tariff fabri- 
cations for the last two or three years. 
Germany for two years has had in 
operation a full-blown scientific tariff 
and Germany’s deficit is much greater 
than our own, and it has already 
caused the downfall of one of the most 
powerful ministers in Europe, and if 
we look on the other side of the At- 


lantic they have just completed a re- 
vision of the Dingley tariff. It is not 
for us to speak disrespectfully or find 


troubles, struggles and misfortunes of 
our friends and neighbors, but when 
we are told that the sovereign remedy 
for our financial troubles is to create 
in Great Britain what has been cre- 
ated In Germany and what is just be- 


ing recreated in America—a general 


tariff—we are entitled to look to the 
experience of those who have adopted 
those methods. And what is the case 
of the new American tariff? Why, as 
far as I can make out, it is universally 
condemned by the whole American 
press and regarded by the American 
people as a triumph of particular in- 
terests over general interests, for they 
see trusts and monopolies reentrench- 
ed and reinforced in their long and 
too victorious ‘campaign against the 
consumer.”

A TAX THA 7 WILL DRI VE BUSINESS FROM GEORGIA. 


The general tax act, brought in with a favorable recommendation by 
the house committee. on ways and means, imposes an additional occupation 
tax on business in Georgia that carries every threat of driving inert 
and capital generally frem the state. 


this measure the general assemble will enact it into a law, unamended. 

Ouf present and imperative need is to attract capital to this state, not 
to repel it. And that is the effect, in substance, of the proposed increase 
in what is known ag the “occupation tax.” 

Under the law, as it now stands, corporations chartered in ns outside 
of the state are assessed an annual tax, ranging up to $100, determined by 
their capitalizatior.. 

One hundred dollars is the maximum occupation tax placed upon any 
corporation, regardless of its nature or capitalization. 

Under the proposed measure, sanctioned by the house committee, the 
minimum occupation tax is placed at $10, and the maximum at $1,v00, mul- 
tiplying the tax on incorporated business in Georgia in some cases by the 
numeral of 12. id 

The tax begins with concerns capitalized at $25,000, assessed at $10, 
and proceeds by graduations of between fifty and one hundred thousand, 
and then by the millions, until the corporation capitalized at $5,000,000 is 
levied on for the maximum tax of $1,000. 

The tax applies to businesses incorporated outside of éorbia, as well as 
by the state. The exorbitant toll would extend to the ‘outside capital 
that has flowed into Georgia cities and counties for the last several years, 
in a diversity of forms, and done so much to develop tle business, the pay- 
rolls, the population and the general prosperity of the state. 

In Atlanta alone the tax would bear heavily, assessing in large sums 
many of .he great national companies making this city their southern head- 
quarters, by reason of its strategic location, its transpcrtation <sacilities :nd 
its admirable climate. 

The effect would not be confined to the present.

PRESERVING HEALTH AS WELL AS LIFE AND PROPERTY. 


Presenting statistics shedding significant light on the annual cost of 
disease to the United States, Professor Irving Fisher, cf Yale University, by 
implication raises the question as to whether the health-preserving. function 
of government is not ag impelling as the more recognized obligation of pro- 
tecting life and safeguarding property. 

In the matter of typhoid fever alone, the professor shows, the country 
pays a penaity of $350,000,000 a:inually. This malady may be easily wiped 
out, or greatly minimized, with proper attention to sanitary precautions and 
a hygienic method of living. 

With regard to tuberculosis, he estimates that half a million Americans 
are annually subjected to the drain of this disease. It could be eliminated, 
or greatly mitigated, in one generation. 

It would not be difficult to figure a sum infinitel:' exceeding a billion 
dollars lost annually to the people of this country throughout preventable 
disease. 

Atlanta and other progressive cities are going at the problem from the 
proper -ngle in beneficently revolutionizing and expanding sanitary facili- 
ties and in -roviding for systematic medical éxamination and treatment of 
school children. 

Time was when people viewed sickness as the dispensation of Provi- 
dence, and piously resigned themselves to what they considered the ineyv- 
itable. 

Modern science shows a cause for every effect, and indicates that the 
fault is not so much in maligned Providence as in our own ignorance and 
negligence. 

It shoule not be a far cry to the day when governments will view the 
obligation of preserving health as seriously as they now do the obligation 
of preserving peace and protecting life and property. 

With the arrival of that era, the prevalencg of preventable disease will 
either be a factor forgotten, or reduced to such proportions as will make 
it negligible in the economic scheme.

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JUSTICE BREWER’S INDISCRETION. 


While we may not sympathize with the nature of the attack upon Jus- 
tice Brewer, of the supreme court, put forth by Senator Brown, of Ne- 
braska, for the former’s public arraignment of the income tax, it is difficult 
to comprehend the spirit in which this veteran jurist palliates his course. 

Mr. Roosevelt has been accused of interfering unduly with the functions 
of the judiciary. But it is to be doubted if he ever -vent the length taken 
by Justice Brewer. 

The latter has, in effect, condemned a principle that may eventually 
come before him for interpretation. For in the probable defeating of a 
federal constitutional amendment legalizing the tax by twelve inimical leg- 
islatures, it is practically assured congress will enact a direct law for a 
second sunreme court test. 

So that Justice Brewer, in ere seats himself prematurely, has violated 
the obvious proprieties. 

He has also handed down, from the highest legal authority in the land, 
an encouragement to the several states to reject the measure when it short- 
ly comes before them. . 

This seems @ .nost unjudicial and indiscreet procedure, not to refer at 
all to the arguments of the justice on the merits of the issue.

OUTLAWING ‘BOGUS CHECKS. 


Making it a misdemeanor to knowingly utter a worthless check is the 


{intent of a commendable bill introduced in the house of repregentatives by 


Messrs. McConnell] and Simpson. 

Bankers and business men and merchants aie who have suffered 
in the past from the premeditated depredations of this class of gentry, will 
welcome such a statute with open arms. 

A law of this nature could not, of course, and would not,, be enforced 
indiscriminately. On occasions checks have been given against banks in 
the honest belief that the signer had ample funds on deposit to meet them. 
The bill is not aimed at this feature. 

It does seek to penalize conscious efforts to defraud by giving checks 
when thé signer knows he has insufficient funds, often no funds, on deposit 
and does not expect to make an effort to enable the bank to protect his 
requisition. 

Such a proceeding is swindling, pure and simple, and should be given 
its proper complexion before the law. Business men have sustained large 
losses in the past through such transactions. They should be as rigorously 
protected against the machinations of this brand of crook as against the 
raiser or forger of checks. 

The motive in all three instances is in no respect dissimilar.

A bill to reorganize the board of 
county commissioners of Fulton county 
by providing for a commissioner from 
each of the city wards and two mem- 
bers from the county-at-large, was in- 
troduced in the house yesterday by 
Messrs. Alexander, Brown and McEi- 
reath, of Fylton.

WITH FOREIGN COUNTRIES

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Washington, July .— Secretary 
State Knox will soon initiate proceed- | 
ings with a number of foreign. gov- 
ernments looking to a reconstruction 
of treaties. Almost immediatsly upon 
his arrival in Constantinopie Mr. 
Straus, the new ambassador, will take 
up the question of a naturalization 
treaty with Turkey. Under the re- 
gime of Abdul Hamid our dealings with 
that government were anything but 
satisfactory. Under the new rule, 
however, a very marked improvement 
is noted. Turkey, having no naturali- 
zation treaty with the United States, 
questions of citizenship are frequently 
arising. Under the Turkish law a 
Turk cannot transfer his citizenship to 
another country, and hence it fre- 
quently occurs that a Turk is a citi- 
zen of the United States, under our 
laws, and a citizen of T. >key, under 
its laws, out of which anomalous fact 
many complications have necessarily 
arisen. 

The other nations with which we 


have no naturalization treaties a 
r 
Russia, Italy and France, and efforts

some citizenship agreements with 
these countries. Indeed, negotiations 
to that end are now in progress with 
Russia, but little has been accom- 
plished. 

This government is insistent that 
the passports issued by it to natural- 
ized Jews, as well as to all other for- 
eign born citizens of tis country, shal! 
be respected the world over. 

A treaty with Siam is a probability 
of the near future. That. government 
is extremely anxious that the United 
States shall surrender her extra-terri- 
torial rights in that country, and 
our state department is not greatiy 
averse to doing so. She is very keen 
on this subject and under an Ameri- 
can adviser, Siam has undoubtedly 
made long strides in the direction of 
modern methods of government, and 
the United States has 
the conclusion that it would be quite 
safe to allow American 
agcinst Siamese laws to be tried by 
sneir courts instead of our consular 
tribunals.
